RENEWEL OF STRIKE LIKELY

Manchurlan Army-Russian 


Belreat-War News, 


St Petersburg, March 22—A dispatch 


from General LinevitcTi today says a 
body of Japanese cavalry aecompaiiiec 
by a force of infantry is in front of the 
Russian outposts at Machentay. 


With the Russian Army at Guntzit 


ling, 106 miles North of Tie Li 
March 20.—Our rear guard now occu- 
pies Sipingha, seventy miles north of 
Tie Ling. The enemy continues to 
follow us but the pursuit is 
slow 


and the main Japanese army appar- 
ently is remaining at Tie Ling. Our 
four days rest at Tie Ling gave us a 
chance to reform the army and to re 
cover from 
the 
recent hardships 


Since that time our march has been 
conducted in an orderly • fashion but 
so rapidly that many of our horses 
and cattle have died of exhaustion 
The columns of our army have been 
moving like endless serpents along 
half a dozen roads which parallel the 
railway. On the first day's march we 
covered 30 miles. Kai Yuan was left 
behind on March 16 and the rear 
guard evacuated Chantafu, 
eighteen 


miles further north on March 19. 


Dispatch riders report that a force 


•of irregulars which was operating to 
the eastward was cut off before news 
of the battle of Mukden reached them 
and was compelled to retire to the 
northeast,

St. Petersburg, March 22. — Recur- 


rences and ' extensions of agrarian 
troubles are noted, and near Libau 
workmen and peasants are making 
common cause. The Caucasus is al- 
ready the scene of armed resistance to 
the forces of civil authority, and in the 
region around Kieff, where the peas- 
ants are-increasingly bold, there have 
been- many cases of 'violence. The 
labor leaders of the social revolution- 
istlc persuasion in the great industrial 
centers are plainly planning to syn- 
chronize a general renewal of the 
strike with4he climax of the peasant 
disorders and, with the action of the 
troops in mind, have been serving no- 
tice by anonymous letters and other 
warnings on guard officers here and

officials in other cities that if another 
'Red Sunday" conies and they order 
the troops to fire they will be held re- 
sponsible therefor and their lives be 
made the forfeit. 


The Mancharian army is still to haTe 


the services of General KuropaUdn. 
who is considered by many, in spite of 
bis series of reverses, the best general 
and foremost strategist of the Russian 
army. He will assume command of 
the First Manqharian army. Sinking 
all feeling of personal bitterness be- 
cause of his succession and all the old- 
time enmity bet-ween himself and Gen- 
eral Linevitcfa in a patriotic desire to 
be of service to the fatherland, the for- 
mer comniander'in-cbief volunteered to 
remain in any capacity -with the army 
which be bad so long commanded. The 
tender has been accepted by Emperor 
Nicholas and gratefully received by 
the new leader of IJie grand army. The 
change exactly reverses the old order 
Of affairs. %hen Kuropatkin was the 
supreme leader and Linevitch directed 
the First army. News of tbis remark- 


able step was known in Manchuria 
much earlier than in St. Petersburg. 
General Kuropatkin, having paused on 
his homeward journey at Harbin, start- 
ed southward the afternoon of March 
20, amidst a most remarkable farewell 
from residents of Harbin and soldiers 
who are on the way to fill out the 
ranks of the depleted army. The send- 
off was a mere foretaste of what 
awaits General Kuropatkin at the 
front; and his self-sacrificing determi- 
nation and equally patriotic course of 
General Linevitch in accepting the ser- 
vices tendered are bound to do won- 
ders for the reinspiration of the em- 
peror's legions and give promise of 
union and harmony at the council 
table, which that army has hitherto 
lacked. 


The retreat Is apparently progress- 


ing uneventfully. Little weight is given 
here to dispatches announcing that 
cannonading had been heard -south of 
Tie pass and that General Rennen- 
kampff's corps, endeavoring to rejoin 
the main army, had been intercepted 
south of Tie pass. 


Chinese Act as Spies. 


London March 22.—The Tokyo corre- 


spondent of the Daily Telegraph says 
that the Chinese governor of Liaoyang, 
with 32 of his relatives, has confessed 
to acting as Russian spies since the 
outbreak of the war. It is ominously 
announced, the correspondent adds, 
that they will be punished according to 
martial law. 


Kunopatk/n Appointed. 


St. Petersburg, JVVarch 22. — General 


Kuropatkin has been appointed com- 
mander of the First Manchurian army. 
The appointment has been gazetted in 
the Ofljcial Messenger.

With Members of His Cabinet Visited 


United States Warship in the 


Harbof" of Havana. 


Havana, March 22—President Pal- 


ma and all the members of his cabinet 
Visited the United States warships at 
present in the harbor of Havana. They 
were received with honors on board 
the flagship Olympia and also aboard 
the battleship Missouri. Several hun- 
dred leading Cubans and Americana 
later attended a reception at the resi- 
dence of Minister Squiers in honor of 
the visiting officers, a majority of 
whom were present. The occasion 
was a brilliant one.. The parks and 
public buildings were illuminated in 
honor of the American visitors, and 
"various bancls^gave concerts, afwEicE 
American music predominated. There 
has been no disorder, among the hun- 
dreds of sailors and marines who have 
been enjoying shore liberty. The may- 
or of Havana has ordered a half-holi- 
day in order that city employes may 
have an-opportunity to visit the ships.

storms that ever visited that section, 
which swept across the southern part 
of Randolph county. Eight or nine 
lives are known to h&ve been lost and 
damage amounting to thousands of dol- 
lars was done to property. The tor- 
nado started at a point near Double 
Heads and proceeded In a northerly 
course. The residence of Mack Car- 
lisle was demolished and R. C. Haynes 
of Roanoke was killed.

Should the river reach the predicted 
height, streetcar traffic between this 
city and surrounding towns will be al- 
most suspended, while the railroads up 
the Monongahela •valley will have to 
suspend traffic 
Already a number of 


mills have shut down as a result of the 
water putting out the fires From 
three to five feet more of water is ex- 
pected up the valley, and a total of 
20,000 employes are likely-to-be idle. 
Hundreds of houses in Allegheny, on 
the South Side and in McKeesport and 
other suburbs are surrounded,by from 
two to eight feet of water, the occ"u- 
pants living m the second stories. In 
ome places the water has entered the 
upper rooms, and homes are being 
abandoned, for the time being. No fa- 
talities have been reported 
The Mo- 


nongahela River Consolidated Coke 
and Coal company and independent 
river coal interests have large forces 
of men at work stretching extra lines 
to fleets of coal boats in the Monon- 
gahela.

es. Closer examination of the boy's 
body disclosed the fact that several 
jloud Vessels had burst, and later tbe 
ame condition was disclosed by an ex- 
iininntion of tlie remains of the pony. 
Under the tree were tbe bones of goats, 
log*, burros and hundreds of birds. It 
s suppo-ed that the boy, coining upon 
the heap of bones, stopped to investi- 
gate and that both boy and pony were 
overpowered by the deadly fumes from 
the tree. 


Since that time the tree has been ex- 


amined to a limited extent by.persons 
on the hacienda, and its deadly opera- 
tion lias been noted. Along the branch- 
es of the tree are small valvelike pro- 
jections, open at tbe ends. It is be- 
lieved that tlie poisonous fumes issue 
from these valves. A bird lighting on a 
branch of tbe tree is caught and held 
fast, and within a few minutes tbe 
blood vessels of its body burst. News 
of the discovery of tbe tree has spread 
throughout Nicaragua and has caused 
consternation among tbe Indians. It is 
said that similar trees have been dis- 
covered in Portugal and Korea.

The Brooklj-n Bridge. 


Electricity says that the Brooklyn 


bridge is now reaching a period in its 
history when the paramount question 
of danger o\errides all other considera- 
tions, and the structure <nmst be re- 
built to insure public confidence and 
safety. Its rate of deterioration lias 
been §1,000,000 a year, which the engi- 
neering experts have attributed to 
overstrain and electrolysis. Overstrain

SCORING GOVERNMENTS 


Tolstoi Says All Are Institu- 


tions to Commit Crime. 


HE ADVISES GEflEBAL LIBERATION 


Only Means of Attaining It, Rn»lnn 


Count 8aya>, In to RellKloanIy and 
Morally Perfect Separate Individ- 
ual* — Declare! That We Are All 
Slave* and Do \ot Know It. 


Count Leo Tolstoi in a recent letter 


to the London Times suys that he re- 
gards not only the Russian govern- 
ment but all governments as "intricate 
institutions sanctified by tradition and 
custom for the purpose of committing 
by violence and with Impunity the most 
dreadful social crimes." 


He therefore thinks the efforts of 


those who •wish to improve social life 
should be directed to the liberation of 
themselves • "from the governments 
whose futility in these times is becom- 
ing more and more obvious." This ob- 
ject, he holds, could only be attained 
by the unique means of religiously and 
morally perfecting separate individ- 
uals. The idea is prevalent, he adds, 
that the evil accomplished by the "pres- 
ent particularly coarse, cruel, stupid 
and deceitful Russian government" is 
due to the fact that the Russian gov- 
ernment is not organized on the model 
of other existing governments which 
"are similar to institutions for the com- 
mittal of all kinds of crimes against 
their peoples." 


For the purpose of correcting this, 


Count Tolstoi continues, the people 
have used all the means at their tf 
posal, "imagining that an alteration of 
the external forms might alter the 
essence." Such activity, he says, is in- 
expedient and unreasonable in that the 
people assert rights which they do not 
have. Violent 
strife 
by 
"external 


means on the part of an insignificant 
handful of men against a powerful 
government defending its life is only 
comical from the point of view of the 
possibility of success and piteous as 
regards the unfortunate misled indi- 
viduals who perish in the unequal 
strife. 


"The Russian government has no 


right to claims which do not appeal to 
the great mass of the people. One hun- 
dred million of the peasantry need 
nothing of these demands, their one de- 
sire and expectation being the libera- 
tion of the land from the law of prop- 
erty or common ownership of land, 
matters which are entirely ignored In 
Liberal positions and speeches and on- 
ly incidentally alluded to in the revo- 
lutionary Socialistic programme." 


Concerning the present demands, 


Count Tolstoi says: 


"The people in great mass still be- 


lieve in autocracy, both by reason of 
Inertia and b'ecause they think that 
only through autocracy and through 
the czar can they attain this com- 
munallzation of land. The present ac- 
tivity is pernicious because It distracts 
the people from the moral perfecting of 
separate individuals, whereby only can 
be obtained the objects toward which 
those who are fighting the government 
are striving. 


"One cannot participate in political 


action which draws the people into 
intrigue, subterfuge, strife and spite, 
extending to murder. Political action 
not only falls to contribute to the lib- 
eration of men from the violence of 
governments, but, on the contrary, 
renders the people more Incapable of 
that vigor which only can liberate 
them. 


"Light minded people, judging super- 


ficially, especially those upset by the 
butchery in St. Petersburg, thought 
the chief cause of those events lay in 
the despotism of the government and 
if the autocratic monarchical form of 
the Russian government was replaced 
by a constitutional or republican one 
then such events could not be repeated. 


"But the chief calamity from which 


the Russian people are suffering is not 
St Petersburg events, but the reck- 
less, disgraceful, cruel war Instigated 
by a score of immoral individuals. The 
war, which already has destroyed hun- 
dreds of thousands of Russians. Im- 
poses an enormous tax upon the labor 
of future generations. 
That which 


took place in St" Petersburg on Jan. 
22 Is nothing In comparison to what 
Is taking pl.T-e in Manchuria." 


In conclusion Count Tolstoi says that 


In America. France, Germany, Japan 
and England the pernicious character 
of the governments is so marked that 
those belonging to those nations point 
to events in Russia and naively im- 
agine what is done in Russia Is done 
only in Russia, while they enjoy com- 
plete freedom and need no improve- 
ment of their positions. 


"But" be adds, "they are In the 


most hopek-ss state of slavery—the 
slavery of slaves who do not under- 
stand that they are slaves and pride 
themselves on their position as slaves 
The fact is that every coercive gov- 
ernment is in the essence a great and 
unnecessary evil. Therefore the aim 
both of the Russians and of ail men 
should not t-e to replace one form of 


Ttmoent by another, bat to fr<-e 


themselves fmm every government and 
•bollsb it."

How British Cities Man- 


age Public Utilities 


One of the Most Tremendous Industrial Revo- 
lutions Since the Birth of Modern Civilization

REAT BRITAIN la In the throw 


of a revolution. 
Her antique 


customs and venerated institu- 
tions are in process of destruc- 


tion. 
From out their ruins there is 


rearing the framework of an edifice 
which may typify a new civilization. 
The revolutionists are in absolute con- 
trol, yet their numberless victories have 
been won without a blow struck in 
linger. 


I claim credit for a discovery. The 


United States is the most conservative 
nation on the globe, and Great Britain 
is the most radical. We smile at the 
visionary and hesitate to grant his the- 
ories the favor of a bored tolerance. 
Great Britain elects him to office, in- 
dorses nnd adopts his .fancies and by 
the expenditure of countless millions 
of treasure, willingly raised, transforms 
his dreams into monumental and seem- 
ingly practical realities. 


In more than 100 of the larger cities 


of the United Kingdom the right of pri- 
vate ownership in public utilities has 
been repealed by legal enactments. 
Those of us whose knowledge of what 
has happened is confined to occasional 
newspaper comments have not the 
faintest conception of the stupendous 
momentum of this movement or of 
what it portends not to England alone, 
but to every civilized country on the 
face of the earth. 


Even more startling is the paradox 


that this municipal radicalism has de- 
veloped among a people who yet stu- 
pidly cling to obsolete customs and tra- 
ditions and whose commercial and man- 
ufacturing prestige is menaced by their 
refusal to adopt methods and devices 
of proved superiority. It shall be my 
purpose to show in accurate contrasts 
the products of the new radicalism and 
the time worn institutions which sur- 
round them. 


It had been represented to me that 


our English neighbors -were divided 
into two classes in the matter of pub- 
lic ownership of such undertakings aa 
street railways, gas and electric light- 
ing plants, baths and washhouses, ten- 
ement bouses and cottages, docks, mu- 
nicipal farms and other enterprises 
which have been completed or are in 
progress of construction. I had been 
led to believe from reiterated state- 
ments in various publications that a 
powerful and aggressive minority of 
the 
English people were arrayed 


against any extension of municipally 
owned works and that through their In- 
fluence a halt hod been called. 


The simple truth of the matter Is that 


there is no organized opposition In 
Great Britain against the public own- 
ership of utilities which naturally tend 
to monopolize control. There are indi- 
viduals who protest against what has 
been done and who sound warnings 
against all that is proposed, but their 
feeble activity mokes not the slightest 
Impression on the collective English 
mind. 


The citizens and taxpayers of that 


country have accepted public owner- 
ship and have Installed it as a fixed In- 
stitution. They act and speak as If 
they have forgotten that any other sys- 
tem ever existed. They do not consider 
new projects as experiments, but as 
Investments. The few privately owned 
street railways are looked on as curios- 
ities. 


The Intelligent observer of this de- 


velopment is almost bewildered by the 
paradox which it presents. The Eng- 
lish Individual—as an Individual—is the 
most conservative in the world. lie la 
devotedly wedded to that which was. 
Me venerates that which Is old. An- 
tiquity Is a standard of value. He re- 
veres that which an American scorns 
as obsolete and scoffs at innovations of 
demonstrated utility. He prefers a res- 
idence guiltless of plumbing and an of- 
fice building without an elevator or 
any of the modern conveniences. Be- 
cause his ancestors did not know how 
to heat a building In winter or venti- 
ate It in summer he is content to suffer 
from the inclemencies of both seasons. 


Politically and economically all of his 


teachers were of the Individualistic 
school. 
In fact there was no other

In no nation in Christendom Has in. 


dividual effort made so lamentable a 
failure as In Great Britain. I do not 
mean a failure in a dividend paying 
sense, but a failure to keep anywhere 
near abreast of the mechanical, inven- 
tive and engineering progress of th» 
age. The rapid development of ma- 
chinery and of processes had the same 
effect in England as elsewhere—viz, the 
formation of large corporations, some 
of which secured monopolistic control 
hi various fields. Gas plants, water- 
works and street railways were thus 
constructed and operated. At the in- 
ception of these enterprises there was 
no demand for public ownership. It 
was not until traveled Englishmen de- 
clared that such properties were far 
below the standard. of efficiency and 
economy established in other countries 
that there was a clamor for improved 
service and reduced rates. 


Then it was that the inertia of the 


English and Scottish capitalists reveal- 
ed itself. These placid men could see 
no reason why they should change. 
They smiled at the assertion that there 
was anything to learn from what had 
developed In the United States and in 
other countries which hud a mania for 
tearing down old things and erecting 
new ones in their places. George Fran- 
cis Train had landed in England and 
performed the miracle of Introducing 
horse cars, or "tramways," as they 
term them. 
Was It not enough to 


adopt one American device without at- 
tempting to follow the hazardous ex- 
periments of cable cars and electrical 
traction? They would not listen to any 
demand for modern methods. 


In taking this attitude they were in 


exact accord with other property own- 
ers whose money was Invested in enter- 
prises not so public in their nature. The 
landlord whose buildings were devoted 
to offices did not tear them down and 
erect new ones when reminded that 
New York, Chicago and scores of 
American 
cities 
had 
revolutionized 


that type of architecture. 
The dens 


off Fleet street and the Strand were 
good enough for Doinbey & Son, and 
the squalid quarters of the Cheshire 
Cheese served to meet the demands of 
Samuel Johnson and Oliver Goldsmith. 
Why tear them down in imitation of a 
nation which was woefully lacking in 
antiquities and traditions? 
Some of 


the hotels yielded to a popular demand 
for elevators, so they put them In and 
called them "lifts," but absolutely re- 
fused to consider any such wild,eyed 
scheme as a system of plumbing which 
would provide hot and cold water in 
rooms occupied by their guests. Nor Is 
there a hotel in Great Britain which I 
have seen or heard of that has adopted 
this "modern improvement." 


With these and a thousand other ex- 


amples to fortify his course, it is small 
wonder that the English investor In 
street railways, gas plants and similar 
quasi public enterprises declined to 
yield to the growing demand for bet- 
ter service. He was equally deaf to the 
representatives of private manufactur- 
ers who urged that by the introduction 
Of electricity nnd other "innovations" 
an increased efficiency could be ob- 
tained which would show In increased 
dividends. He would not listen to a 
word of it That which had been good 
enough for bis father was good enough 
for him. 


Such was th« attitude of the private 


capitalist in Grent Britain when the 
public ownership movement had its 
birth, and such is his attitude at the 
present moment He does not believe 
in nny novelty not of bis own inven- 
tion, nnd he has neither the taste nor 
the talent for invention. He therefore 
stood still, nnd the public ran over him, 
I am unable to find any record that the 
English' capitalist offered any decided 
opposition to this tragedy. Certainly be 
did not become excited over it That 
would not have been in good form. He 
simply waited nnd watched the proces- 
sion pass. Public ownership became a 
recognized Institution without his sanc- 
tion, assent dissent comment or ex- 
citement 


England has adopted public owner- 


ship for the simple reason that private 
capitalists refused to properly manage 
private monopolies. There was no sen- 
timent about It. ThTe was no appeal 
to high economic ideals. There was no 
academic discussion. It did not even 
form a partfsnn issue and W.TS rarely a 
plank In a local platform. 


And despite all this there has been 
compiifibf-d one of the most tremen- 


dous industrial and economic revolu- 
tions since the birth of modern civlli- 


r a Lover.
